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A DRAFT OF THE PRELIMINARY AMENDMENT 

The OfiSce Action from the Patent Office dated July 28, 2004 njquires restriction of the 
patent application and associated claims. My response is based on the feet that the patent 
application consists of two parts as follows: 

1 . Concepts and methods for identilying brain loci correlates of elementary mental states 

2. Concepts and melliods for identifying the constitutiv^lv expressed orotein.', specific to said 
brain loci 

The first part is self-contained, and is the necessary basis for the second part I believe, 
therefore, that the best way for me to comply with the intent of the restriction requirement 
is to retbimulate the claims accordingly. For this reason. I am replacing claims 1-5 with 
the new claim 6, which is restricted to the first part. I intend to file the consequent 
divisional patent applications during the examination period of the first patent application. 

Claim 6 (new ). A method for identifying brain loci that uniquely coirelate with 
the quaUtative aspect of any elementary mental state, such as a particular innate 
submodality element of sensation, comprising: 

establishing correspondence between said submodality element of sensation with, 
on one hand, the external stimulus that nonnaUy elicits it, and on the other hand, with a 
voluntas behavioral response, so that said behavioral response signifies the presence of 
the said element of sensation, and the absence of said behavioral response signifies the 
absence of said element of sensation; 

detecting brain loci that manifest transient increased activation immediately 
foUowing said external stimulus and said con^ponding behavioral response; 

identifying, among the said brain loci that manifest increased activation, those 
whose deactivation selectively eliminates said behavioral response to said external 
stimulus, without eliminating behavioral responses to external stimuli that induce other 
elements of sensation within the same submodality. 
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
